The race 
was a dash of tive furlongs for two-year-olds, to 
which the association added $1,500. There were 
only three starters and two of them, Southern Maid 
and The 1 'slier, were coupled as the Davies’ entry. 
The Schorr stable withdrew Vandergrift at the 
Iasi moment. Little Nephew, with his record of 
three straight victories, ruled an odds-on favorite 
and was heavily supported, despite the fact that in 
his previous effort he had to be hard ridden to beat 
’I lie Usher a scant half length. In today’s race 
Southern Maid beat him away from the barrier and 
quickly raced into a commanding lead. At tio part 
of the running was the Unde gelding able to get 
lo the leader, and at the finish. Southern Maid bad 
a two-lengths advantage and was going easily. Of 
his ten starts. Little Nephew ini' won six and fin- 
ished second iu the remaining four. He showed in 
bis last couple of races that lie was going back 
and his trainer undoubtedly will give him a chance 
to freshen up.

REDUCE PURSES AT PORTER 



MINERAL SPRINGS MANAGEMENT ANNOUNCES 
CUT TO MAKE BOTH ENDS MEET. 

Only Five Races to Be Carded Daily Hereafter- 
Several Arrests Made by Sheriff’s Deputies 
at Course Yesterday. 



From the financial aspect, the Mineral Springs 
meeting lias not so far proved a success. In a racing 
way, class of horses considered, it has really been 
quite entertaining and marked by some interesting 
finishes from day to day. But tlie promoters of the 
meeting are not philanthropists and want the money 
to eouie iu ar tlie gate to pay purses and other ex- 
penses. It has not done so. Hence a radical step 
has been taken whereby the daily racing program 
has been cut down ti> five races and the purses to 
$299 each. This will enable the patrous of the 
track to reach their homes earlier than on a six 
races per day program. 

It is said owners agreed to the necessity of the 
curtailment for the time being. It was further 
given out that if patronage at the gate picked up 
purses would lie raised again. The patronage 
yesterday was alsatt eipial to that of the opening 
day. which was by no means equal to meeting an 
$1,899 daily purse program, to say nothing of the 
considerable expense of running such a meeting in 
addition to tlie money necessary to pay purses. 

The sheriff's deputies yesterday made sever il 
arrests of persons on the charge of betting an 1 
took them to Y'nlparaiso to await the action of 
tlie county authorities. They were said to be persons 
who in betting among themselves were incautious 
enough to make a display of money. 

The racing was quite spirited, with Hot favorites 
bowled over in Ranipiuea and Bay of Pleasure, hut 
all of the winners were well thought of horses. 
Jitn Ray was an equal favorite with Old Crow, 
and Marsliou, Chapultepec and Y'iolet May were 
first choices. Uhapiiltopec had not been unloaded 
from the ear that brought him from Latonia much 
more than an hour when lie won the race that paid 
the expense of the transfer.

Dark Ronald left England June 26 for Germany, 
lie was sold some time ago to the Prussian govern- 
ment. subject to being passed sound by tlie vet. 

It is understood that the price 
paid for the burse was $125,000. 

The program for the two days’ running races to 
be held in conjunction with tlie Now York Slate 
Fair at Syracuse, N. Y., September 12 and 13. lias 
lieen announced.

The stewards of the Irish Turf Club have decided 
in increase tbe valm- of the Irish Derby foe 1815, 
entries for which close this month, to $12,500, so 
that the event will have a distinctive value over 
nil other races in Ireland. The Irish Oaks will also 
be much improved. Its distance at present is a 
mile, and iis value only $1,509. Two seasons 
hence it will be worth $5,000 and will be brought 
into Hue with the Epsom event, after which it 
takes its name, being run over a mile and a half. 

Americans who attended in large numbers tie- 
races at Maisons-Laffitte in France on Sunday wb--;i 
the Prix dn President de la Kepublique, worth 
$20,000. was contested, found consolation in the 
fact that Frank O’Neill, the American jockey, rods 
(J. C. Watson’s Predicat cur. the winner of the big 
race, as well ns two other winners — Hyovnva. in Pie 
Prix de Grignon, and La Farina, in the Prix Seasick. 
Eleven American-owned horses, representing the 
stables of Messrs. Durvea. August Belmont. Frank 
Ja.v Gould and Charles Carroll, took part in tlie 
races. 

One of the best meetings Latonia ever had is 
over. The meeting was a eorker up to the time the 
hot wave struck here and after that tilings began to 
drag. Many stayed away from the track and this 
kept tlie betting down. Then again, many owners did 
not care to take a chance oil running their horses 
in the extremely lmt weather which Cincinnati liad 
for tlie last two weeks. The hot weather again 
leads to tlie argument that Lexington should start 
the season a week or two earlier. Rising in Ken- 
tucky didn’t begin until April 26. which is too late 
when there are four tracks running. Lexington could 
have opened up at least seven days earlier than it 
did and this would have let Latonia miss at least 
one week of the hot weather.— Cincinnati Enquirer.
